A Few Observations of This lini* 
<|Me(3iyiMl the Msmofls. 



The recint trial of Reed 8moot, 
the Mormon member of the United 
States Heoate, in an effort to have 
hi m expelled from tliat body, baa 
attraetsd moeh attention to tbla 
polygamoua sect and to Bait I<ako 
City, tbe headquarters of mormon 
lam. This ie our exeose for writ- 
ing, at thli time, an article about 
a visit to Salt Lake City. 

It wu the middls of last July, 
at noon on a Sunday, when a 
Union Pacific train landed ub in 
this l)eautlful city. Almost tbe 
entire United States wag suffering 
from extremely- hot weather, »nd 
although wo could see sniiw on the 
siirrouiuling im>unl!iiiis, tlie sun 
was gotliiiR 111 t llecllve work on 
everything not protected liy shade. 
But there w«8^ gentle, refreshing 
breeze; and the unusual eight of a 
stream of clear water rushing 
along the paved guttera beside the 
sidewalks helped greatly toward 
keeping the etranger cool. This Is 
a rare sight. Tbe cillaena proudly 
call your attention to their "137 
miles of brookllned streets." The 
quantity ot water necessary to 
supply these eooatantly running 
stroaui li enormous, it all comes 
from the Wasatch mountains, 
here the supply Is furnUbed In 
suromcr by the uieltlng snow, 
['be city has » large reservoir on a 
mountain In the ttuliurhs fed by 
a "sluice" leading frMiii the Wa- 
satch range. It ii tli(> clearest 
water wo have ever seen In a 
water works reservoir. Salt Lake 
City Is built on a site that alopes 
;n8l enough to furnish natural 
drainage. 

The mountains surrounding the 
city are as barren aa It Is possible 
for the reader to picture. Brighain 
Vouog must have been seeking 
tbe most desolate place on earth 
when be decided to locate at that 
spot He probably calculated bow- 
ever that seventeen wives could 
make the place interesting. Tbe 
land In Its natural stale appears tu 
be as sterile aa that which the 
farmer said was so poor he "pould 
not raise a disturbance on it," 
lirighan raised a disturbance that 
ie still growing. Also about 58 
children. Tho city built there is 
corlalnly a great iiionumonl— but 
it honors a bad cxuse. It Is mod- 
ern, clean, active, with broad, 
agphall-paved streets, sod Une 
buildings. 

The Muriuons like to call 
their city "Zlon." Halt Lake 
City was fuuudod by Brigham 
Young and follower* In 1847. Tbe 
elevation Is 4,200. Population 
now Is 75,UUO. The streets are 132 
feet wide, bordeaed with shade 
trees and laid out at right angles. 
There are many Ane business 
hooses and elegant realdeiices. 
The finest residence belongs to 
Senltor Kerns and cost $30u,OU(j. 
He was Oiice a miner, and develu|i- 
ud the famous*'Sllvur King" mine, 
which is about 2I> miles from Salt 
Lilio City. 

The .Moniioii eluirfli npi rales a 
very large deii.utmeii' r-imu 
known as Zioii'-' Co opi rati ve 
Mercantile Assoeiaiinn, whiih 
does a businoas of IIvh millions 
dollars per year and employs 360 
people.

TheUma talarmilt batman 
tka death or Mr. Ualcay sa« tha 
hoar at whieb tbe Ninra went lo 
pruM WM M abort that only a very 
brief nottoa ol the dead elllna 
ooald be preparad. Aade*eonow, 
with ample time, It la difflenit to 
write of him in terma and manner 
commenaurato with the civic and 
mural wurtb of tbe man. Furtu- 
uately for l^oulsa we arc not tru- 
(|uunlly called upon to cbroolclu 
tbe demlHo uf so worthy a citizen, 
fur the city and the cuoimunity 
can not often aparc aueb aa ho. 
Born in IitmlHa, ixliicalud In luir 
gchoolH, and becoming part and 
paui'l Kg it were of her beat and 
niuHt vital intereate, Alexander 
Lackey lived to tbo meridian of 
lifr, honored and uaetol to his 
follow man, and died loved and re- 
gretted by all who knew the able 
lawyer, the publlo-tplrl(ed elUaan, 
the bonett upright man.
